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PREFACE 


It is my immense pleasure to present the checklist of the birds of Himachal Pradesh 
on the fitting moment of first bird festival of the state. With the advent of checklist 
on Indian birds it was felt that states should inventorize their avifaunal biodiversity. 
Keeping this in mind, a workshop on “Scoping the Baseline knowledge on Verte- 
brates of Himachal Pradesh to develop conservation priorities” was conducted in 
Shimla including experts from national institutions and NGOs. It was decided during 
the workshop that an inventory of all vertebrates including birds should be prepared 


as a first step. 


I am both delighted and proud to see that the promises made during the 
workshop have started taking shape so early. I want to congratulate the forest depart- 
ment and the experts involved in preparation and vetting of the bird checklist of our 
state. I would also like to bring it to the notice that this checklist is a compilation of 
bird observations and documentation by early naturalist including founding scientists 
such as Whistler, Hume, Jones, Koelz as well as our own current forest officials Dr. 
Sanjeeva Pandey, Sat Pal Dhiman, Devinder Dhadwal over the years that helped in 
shedding light on some of the rare bird species. Some of the species have been re- 
ported only from the globally acclaimed Pong Dam reservoir. Therefore, this list 
should be considered as a fruit of a tree sown two centuries ago and later watered by 


our bird enthusiasts, researchers and forest officials over the years. 


Biodiversity is facing severe threats one of which is the paramount threat of 
changing climate. Our state with more than 50% of the share of avifaunal diversity 
of our country therefore has a huge responsibility for safeguarding their future for 
the survival and wellbeing of mankind. Every year our winged friends visit from far 


off places and in a country where guests are considered equivalent of God, it is cer- 


tain that we keep ourselves ready for their welcome. This also call for better conser- 
vation and management of wildlife habitat including our forests, wetlands, agricul- 
tural lands and making them safer for the birds. With increasing global temperature 
more birds are expected to move up to track their habitat reguirement which further 


increase our responsibility to safeguard habitat for the birds. 


I would reguest all the esteemed participants including researchers, forest 
staff and local community to keep observing and protect birds in their own capacity 
through various means. I hope that this checklist spurs further study and updates to 
the avifauna of Himachal Pradesh. We encourage birdwatchers to report new sight- 
ings and records with credible evidence to the authors as well as to upload their data 


on eBird (http://ebird.org/) to contribute to bird conservation.

To 
this end, I was primarily involved in organizing the Workshop on “Scoping the Base- 
line Knowledge on Vertebrates of Himachal Pradesh to develop Conservation Priori- 
ties” at Shimla from 24" to 26" August, 2017 which aimed to deliberate and docu- 
ment status of wildlife of Himachal Pradesh. The establishment of current vertebrate 
checklists for the state was evident during the workshop. This work sets the prece- 
dence for work in other taxa. Therefore, I was morally bound and professionally 
committed to provide all the support to the team involved in the compilation of the 
first bird checklist for Himachal Pradesh. I am confident that this checklist would 
pave the way for monitoring of bird on regular basis in future. This checklist reflects 
the commitment of our department toward collaborative approach to meet our larger 


goal of conservation of state's unique biodiversity. 


I congratulate all the officials of State Forest Department, scientists, experts 
and contributors for making this onerous task achievable in such a short time. I also 
look forward for your support, insight and positive and valuable criticism to move 


forward for keeping it updated in future with your observations and documentation 


of birds throughout the state.

HIMACHAL PRADESH BIRD CHECKLIST 


Himachal Pradesh is situated in the north — west of India in the Himalayan ranges. It 
is bound by Jammu and Kashmir in the north, Tibet on north east, Uttaranchal in the 
east/south east, Haryana in south and Punjab in south west/west. Himachal Pradesh 
has a geographical area of 55,673 sguare kilometers, which includes more than 
37,000 square kilometers (66%) of forest area. The physiography of the state is 
mostly mountainous with altitudes ranging between 350 and 6500m. The state is 
divided into three bio-geographic regions: Western Himalaya, north-western Hima- 
laya and Ladakh mountains and Tibetan Plateau. Himachal Pradesh is drained by 
many snow-fed perennial rivers with Chenab, Ravi, Beas, Sutlej and Yamuna being 
the major ones. There are six major forest types in Himachal Pradesh: Tropical Dry 
Deciduous, Sub-tropical Pine, Sub-tropical Dry Evergreen, Himalayan Moist Tem- 
perate, Himalayan Dry Temperate, and Sub-alpine and Alpine. As a result of the 
diverse landscape features, a rich floral and faunal assemblage occur in this region 
and further highlight the importance of this region in the conservation of high- 


altitude flora and fauna, which includes several threatened and endemic species. 


The Government of Himachal Pradesh has taken up several initiatives for 
the protection of the state's biodiversity, including the establishment of a wide Pro- 
tected Area Network. The State Government recently took up rationalization of Pro- 
tected Area boundaries which has resulted in an increase of national parks from two 
to five and decrease in sanctuaries from 32 to 26. The overall area of PAs has gone 
up by 1,000 square kilometers (from earlier 7400 to now 8400 square kilometers). 
Currently there are 26 Wildlife Sanctuaries, 5 National Parks and 3 Conservation 
Reserves constituting around 15% of the total geographic area. In addition to the 
extensive Protected Area Network, several priority sites for conservation have also 


been recognized in the state such as — Ramsar sites (Chandertal Wetland, Pong Dam 


Lake and Renuka Wetland), World Heritage Sites (Great Himalayan National Park), 
31 Important Bird and Biodiversity Areas and Biosphere Reserves (Cold Desert Bio- 
sphere Reserve — Pin Valley National Park and surroundings, Chandertal and Sarchu 


& Kibber Wildlife Sanctuary). 


As a key initiative towards biodiversity conservation, the Wildlife Wing, 
Himachal Pradesh organized a workshop titled “Scoping the Baseline knowledge on 
Vertebrates of Himachal Pradesh to develop Conservation Priorities at Shimla dur- 
ing 24 - 26 August 2017 for better and scientific conservation planning for the state. 
During the workshop, available databases on the fauna of Himachal Pradesh were 
discussed, and paucity of information was evident. Further, the information, which 
included historical records, short-notes, journal articles, regional checklists, reports 
were not readily accessible. The same was the case with the bird database of Hima- 
chal Pradesh. Taking this as an impetus, this independent work was initiated with the 
objective of compiling the most updated bird checklist for the state of Himachal Pra- 
desh. 


Bird Count India team (https://birdcount.in/) were initially contacted to col- 
laborate for the checklist preparation, following which Praveen J (author of checklist 
of Indian birds) agreed to help with the compilation. We started with the most recent 
consolidated list of birds reported from Himachal Pradesh on eBird, which com- 
prised of 567 species. To this list we added the bird species reported by many orni- 
thologists in the late 19" and early 20" century. With this base list, we then validated 
each species for the following evidences (in order of importance assigned): museum 
specimens, published media (image, audio or video) in a journal or open-access web- 
site, specimen (alive/dead) handled and identified but not preserved and documented 
sight records. Following this, the list was circulated to ornithologists and experi- 
enced birders in Himachal Pradesh and other parts of the country and abroad for re- 
view and eventual finalization. In cases where documented evidence is meagre, we 
have erred on the side of caution and avoided entries that can potentially be conten- 


tious. Hence, it is likely that a few species that have been sight recorded elsewhere 


do not figure in this list due to the conservative approach followed here. The list was 
compiled using an online spreadsheet (Google Sheets), which allowed real-time col- 
laboration for editing and reviewing. A script was used to convert the online spread- 
sheet and generate the list in the format presented here. The taxonomy, scientific 
nomenclature including authority, and the seguence of species was prepared in ac- 
cordance to the “The Howard & Moore Complete Checklist of the Birds of the World 
4th edition” (Dickinson & Remsen 2013, Dickinson & Christidis 2014). This also 
concurs with the “India Checklist (Praveen et al. 2016) and hence updating the 
checklist in the future should be easier. The English Names adopted for the checklist 
are primarily those used in the “India Checklist. Alternate English Names that are 


still used in India are also mentioned. 


This Himachal Pradesh Bird Checklist includes 657 bird species from 18 
Orders and 88 Families. This is 5196 of the birds found in India (1283) and includes 
53 threatened and near-threatened species as per IUCN (Critically Endangered—4, 
Endangered—5, Vulnerable—19, Near Threatened—24 and Data Deficient—1). 


This checklist has been built upon the knowledge and experience of many 
pioneering birdwatchers in Himachal Pradesh. To add this list, are the curators and 
administrators of online ornithology resources and reviewers of the checklist. Dr. 
Sushil Kapta, CCF (Wildlife), South, has been instrumental in encouraging to pre- 
pare this checklist. The following contributions have been invaluable in preparation 
of this checklist. There are several people whom may have inadvertently been 
missed acknowledging for their support in this checklist preparation and we sincere- 


ly apologize for the same. 


Praveen J has been instrumental in steering this important compilation. He helped by 
directing to useful published literature and online resources, correcting taxonomy 
and validating species. His extensive ornithological knowledge helped greatly in 
improving the authenticity of this checklist. He also helped in corroborating bird 
records from various sources as well as connecting us with the appropriate reviewers 


for cross validation of this checklist. He also ran the script to convert the online 


google spread sheet to the specific format for the book. 


Pioneering works by Ferdinand Stoliczka (Stoliczka 1868), Charles HT Marshall 
(Marshall 1884), George FL Marshall (Marshall 1886), A L Jones (1947, 1948a, 
1948b), Hugh Whistler (Whistler 1918, 1923, 1925, 1926a, 1926b, 1926c) and Wal- 
ter Koelz (Koelz 1937, 1939). 


Jan Willem den Besten's “Birds of Kangra' has been a valuable media reference 


while compiling the checklist. 


Detailed documentation of birds of Kangra and specifically Pong Dam and surround- 
ing areas by Devinder Singh Dhadwal in his book “Wild Wings: Pong and its birds” 
was a precious reference and has been a treasure find, especially for media records of 


rare species. 


Sat Pal Dhiman and Francis Buner for initiating the Bird Ringing Capacity Building 
workshop in Himachal Pradesh, which is conducted annually since 2013. This has 
been an excellent initiative to train frontline staff of the HPFD and, a significant step 
towards bird monitoring in the state and Western Himalaya. Media documentation of 
birds ringed as part of this program have been an important source in validating 


many species included in the list. 


Staff of the Himachal Pradesh Forest Department have been very active in docu- 
menting and sharing bird records from across the state. Devender Chauhan's Black 
necked Crane record from Spiti, Santosh Thakur, Surjeeth Pathania, Virender Shar- 
ma who regularly document their observations on eBird deserve special mention for
